The 
first of these has been newly commissioned 
and is of the latest class, while the Renown is 
somewhat less up to ‘date, though still a 


comparatively new ship. She was the flag: | 


ship in the Meditetrancan when Sir John 
Fisher was Commander-in-Chief on the 
Station there, and we are inclined to think 
that she will mast probably be selected. The 
Renown was built in 1895 by Messrs, 
Maudsly & Co. at Pembroke, «ind has a dis- 
placement of 12,350 tons and is of 11,000 
LH? Her length is 380 feet, breadth of 
beam 72 feet anddraught 26ft.9.in. Herside 
armour has a thickness of from 6 to 8 inches, 
bulkhead 6 to 10 inches and turrets 10 
jnches, Her arinament consists of 11 10-in. 
2g-ton guns, ro 6-in. QF, 8 r2-pr do, 12 
3-pr. do. and 8 machine guns. She is 
fitted with seven torpedo-tubes, two of which 
are submerged. It is interesting to note 
that the Ausse/ was recently built by Palmer's 
Shipbuilding Co., of Jarrow-on-Tyne.. She 


is supposed to be the fastest battleship in 
| commission, having eep-designed to steam 
19 knots ; ands eeded this speed at her

“The 
most divergent views were expressed by mem-) 
bers of the committees during a preliminary 
debate on the position and possibilities of 
Russian trade in the Far East, and several of 
the representatives gave it as their opinion 
that it was hopeless for Russia to strive against 
England, Germany and America onthe Chi- 
nescmarkets withoutsomestrongartificial sup- 
port suchas would be given by export bounties. 
On the other hand, it was argued that a great 
demand existed fdr European goods in the 
Far East, and the considerable number of 
Russians living along the Manchurian Rail- 
way would constitute a natural market for 
Russian wares. All that was needed was to 
take the railway rates so Tow that the 
Russian exporter could send his goods more 
cheaply overland than his foreign competitors 
by sea, while the ' Manchurian railway 
could, moreover, assist-Russian trade by 
providing warehouses, by granting loans and 
by other -means.

“The j jury 
did guile right in convicting you, but I da not 
regard it as a really -bad case and f trust the 
punishment inflicted will: act as a.warning to 
others. If not, I shall, have’ to inflict severer 
punishment in future.

CHINESE LABOUR IN SOUTH
